many communication lines were put 
out of operation. 
Five hundred per­ 
sons were reported killed at \ ali­ 
enar and in the districts surrounding 
the city. 
At Coquimbo at least 100 
are known to be dead. 
The damage 
from the succession of earth shocks, 
which fiiid the population with ter­ 
ror, was heaviest 
in 
the northern 
provinces of Antofagasta, 
Atacama, 
and Coquimbo. 
All along the coast 
ships 
w ere 
swept on shore, pounded against the 
rocks or left high and dry. At many 
small ports wharves and quays were 
destroyed. 
Today naval ships were 
steaming up and down 
the coast, 
stopping at various places to send 
landing parties to the relief of suff­ 
erers, many of whom are 
without 
food and shelter. 
The tidal waves which 
followed 
the earthquakes indicated a gigantic 
disturbance beneath the Pacific. The 
waters first were drawn away from 
shore which some observers said was 
fifty meters in height.

TWO CASES DISPOSED

Naturalization of Couple 
- of Japanese Declared 
To Be Illegal. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Japan­ 
ese are not eligible for 
naturaliza­ 
tion in the United States, it was held 
j today by the Supreme Court. 
In its finding the court disposed 
of tw’o cases, one brought from Ha- 
w’aii by Tako Ozawa against the Uni 
ted States and the other brought by 
Takuji Yamasliita, and Charles Hio 
Koko against the Secretary of state 
in Washington. 
In the latter case 
both Japanese had been naturalized 
by a court of the state of Washing­

HERE’S A QUESTION. 


What is the political complexion of Pet­ 
tis county? 
This 
is a 
very 
interesting 
question and one that can not easily be 
answered. 
If one should go back two or four years, 
and judge from the results of the elections, 
then, the conclusion would naturally be 
that it is republican. 
But those two elec­ 
tions are of the past and much water has 
passed over the wheel since. 
Coming to 
the present, one must judge by the present, 
and yet the confusion of majorities result­ 
ing from Tuesday’s election, at first glance 
would offer very little upon which to base 
an opinion. 
With a republican candidate 
for United States senator receiving a ma­ 
jority of 2097 votes, in all ordinary elec­ 
tions that majority would be taken as the 
criterion as to the county as a whole, but 
in this election it w ill not do, because, as all 
know, in the senatorial contest party lines 
were almost, if not entirely, obliterated. 
Majorities of other candidates offer almost 
the same perplexity in reaching a conclu­ 
sion. 
With Lamm, 
republican, 
having a 
majority of 3244, and Hoffman, republi­ 
can, 2080, we would be inclined to render 
a verdict in favór of the republicans, until 
we reach the other figures, when we find 
that Harnsberger, democrat, won by 2077; 
Couey, democrat, by 1173, and Paul, dem­ 
ocrat, by 830. 
These figures put us en­ 
tirely at sea again. 
Turning to other local 
candidates we still can find nothing upon 
which to form judgment See-sawing from 
4$ for a republican to 335 for a democrat, 
114 for a republican and 501 for a demo­ 
crat, the majorities refuse to offer a solu­ 
tion to the vexing question. 
How then are 
we to settle the matter? 
Let us select as a 
♦krometer the vote of two contesting can­ 
didates for a state office who had no par­ 
ticular fight made for or against them and 
who to a great extent were personally un­ 
known to the local voters. 
These condi­ 
tions being met, the 
natural 
supposition 
would be that both these tw'o candidates 
would receive the normal vote of .their par­ 
ties.

State superintendent of schools, Sam A. 
Baker, republican, present incumbent, and 
Charles A. Lee, democrat, a man practical­ 
ly Gnknown to the people of the country. 
True, Mr. Baker had the advantage in 
acquaintanceship and possessed a personal 
following made during his four years in the 
office in which 
he 
came in contact with 
teachers in all parts of the state. 
There­ 
fore, in this race, Mr. Lee was handicapped 
to a certain degree and we must conclude 
that the votes that he received— practically 
every one— were cast for him for but one 
reason— because he was 
the 
democratic 
candidate and his name was on the ticket. 
It may be that the name, Lee, is one to 
conjure with, as was claimed in the pri­ 
maries, but it would avail not the least in 
securing republican votes— quite the con­ 
trary.

Other 
countries paid their current indebtedness 
to England by shipments of such products. 
The United States of today is itself the 
greatest of all producers and exporters of 
food and of raw material of manufacture. 
Whereas England’s paramount economic 
position of the nineteenth century w*as 
built up on the policy of free trade, where- 
by other countries 
paid 
their 
accruing 
debts to her in goods, 
the United States 
congress has 
just 
enacted a schedule of 
greatly increased import tariffs w*hose pur­ 
pose appear to be to obstruct such pay­ 
ment. 
Whereas the foreign trade of Great 
Britain, as the creditor nation came to be 
distinguished, 
notwithstanding the rapid 
expansion of its exports, by a steadily in­ 
creasing surplus of imports over exports, 
the recent decrease 
in the 
American ex­ 
port surplus (which is still $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 per month above the pre-war 
figures) is commonly discussed as an eco­ 
nomic handicap w*hich must be reversed by 
legislation. 
We shall have to learn from 
future experience how these anomalies of 
the situation will adjust themselves.

The first people must have been 
careless of what they did 
with 
the 
bodies of comrades who died. 
They 
doubtless threw them into the rivers 
and lakes, or else tossed them into 
the bushes. The idea was to get rid 
of those who could no longer walk or 
talk. 


Then people became more thought­ 
ful 
of 
dead 
persons. 
Affection 
found Its way into the 
breasts 
of 
savage men, and they became sorry 
when a friend or relative died. They 
buried the corpses instead of tossing 
them to one side. 


It was widely believed 
that 
the 
dead persons would wake up at 
a 
later time. 
In order to prepare 
for 
this awakening, Stone Age people be­ 
gan to bury things with 
dead 
per­ 
sons. These things were tools, weap­ 
ons, ornaments, sometimes even tood 
The idea 
was to provide 
for the 
needs of the person when he awoke. 


Let us take a few examples of such 
burials. 


In a cave near Montferrand, France 
was found the skeleton of a man who 
lived in the middle 
portion 
of the 
Stone Age. 
This man was only 
f> 
feet 3 inches tall. 
The persons who 
buried him stretched out his limbs 
eo that he lay at full Icnglh 
They 
placed around his neck 
a 
cirlet of 
pretty shells, and by his side 
they 
laid a large number oí 
fine 
flint 
tools and weapons. 


Two babies buried in 
an 
Italian 
cave were covered with dainty shells 
at the time of burial. 
The head of a 


tall man buried in that 
cave 
was 
adorned with a circle of shells w'hich 
had been 
colored 
red. 
Chipped 
stones were carefully placed on his 
forehead and chest. 


Hundreds 
of other 
Stone 
Age 
skeletons buried In much the same 
way have been found.

AMERICAN ARMY IN TEE WORLD WAR 
Its significance and its achievements as a war- 
making power. 
by .

INTRODUCTION 
(The controversy 
regarding the 
proportions of the contribution made 
by the United States to the allied vic­ 
tory over the Teutonic Empires—in­ 
terest in which was recently intensi­ 
fied by statements attributed to Rud- 
yard Kipling—has until now lacked 
expressions from that element best 
qualified to speak 
with 
authority, 
the 
German 
High 
Command. 
An 
American investigator has undertak­ 
en to secure from members 
of the 
German General staff or from 
field 
marshals in charge of Teutonic ar­ 
mies opposed to American soldiers 
an analysis of the degree of service 
and of the effectiveness of the mili­ 
tary operations of the United States 
in the w*orld war. 
Herewith is presented a statement 
prepared by 
the German 
Crowm 
Prince, who Is perhaps better quali­ 
fied to render an opinion than any 
German military leader.) 


The political significance of 
the 
Monroe Doctrine, now thrown 
into 
the discard, can net be determined 
until the chaotic conditions resulting 
from the formal conclusion of peace 
—entered into with the approval of 
the United State—have been remov­ 
ed. 
For we are at present further 
aw^ay than ever from a genuine state 
of peace, not only politically, but ra­ 
cially, 
socially 
and 
economically. 
Let the American nation ask herself 
the question before it is too late— 
ask it in all soberness, and with the 
elimination of the customary “cant,” 
w hether it was expedient to destroy 
the memory of the valuable service 
Frederick the Great once rendered 
the young nation struggling for its 
very existence, and to reward 
the 
same by open acts of hostility. 
Let 
her ask herself the question as to 
w’hether it was, and is expedient to 
turn her back writh a 
businesslike 
gesture of indifference 
or one of 
cool rejection upon a friendship to 
which the greatest of all German 
Chancellors once paid the following 
tribute “Lot us value highly the ad­ 
vantage we possess of having been 
the oldest ally of the North Ameri­ 
can Republican 
from 
the 
earliest 
period of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence up to the present and let 
us hold fast to this thought.” Senti­ 
ments, which my 
imperial 
father 
made the rule of conduct in all his 
political actions. 
General Ludendorff, in judging the 
situation of June 1918, clearly recog­ 
nized the decisive significance of the 
American troops as a fighting force, 
and this view I supported, as I shall 
take occasion to show in my Mili­ 
tary Reminiscences 
of 
Germany’s 
Heroic struggle, soon to appear. 
Our point of view- was confirmed 
as early as March 1918, 
at which 
time the big battles in France were 
in progress. The impression created 
by the English-French defeat was a 
powerful one. France was trembling 
in the literal sense of the word. Ev­ 
en the electrifying tem peram ent of a 
Clemenceau would scarcely have sue 
ceeded in mastering the desperate 
mood, had not the w ill to conquer of 
the French nation been strengthened 
by a firm confidence in the forthcom 
ing American aid. 
From reports in 
the French press, we learned with 
what 
elation 
the 
first 
American 
troops to pass through Paris were 
greeted. The feeling of having back 
of them a nation in arms absolutely 
untouched by the disintegrating 
in­ 
fluence of the world war, of appar­ 
ently inexhaustible reserves of war 
enthusiasts, all of them men sound 
in body and nerves, as well as the 
entire matefial resources 
of 
the 
North American continent 
in 
all 
their technical perfection, contribut­ 
ed, in the last analysis in defeating 
the full force of the German spring 
offensive. This certainly aroused in 
France the will to exploit to the 
fullest the conjuncture now offering 
itself ,and to revive the imperialistic 
policies of Louis XIV and Napoleon 
whereby France was to be raised to 
the position of mlsiress of Europe. 
Thus the Ideals employed to enthuse 
the American soldier ,and 
for 
the 


realization of which he had and waf 
to shed his blood, 
the 
so 
called 
“right of self-determination” of 
all 
the peoples of the 
earth 
and 
the 
democratic equality of international 
relations—w'ere 
entirely 
reversed, 
and now form one of the ironies of 
world history. 
It seems to me very questionable 
as to whether the German 
General 
Staff acted as it should have *dohe 
in view of the 
changed 
situation 
created by the effective entrance of 
the American forces. 
I should not 
like to have this interpreted 
as a 
captious criticism. 
But 
undeniably 
the premature and voluntary transi­ 
tion to a strategic defensive 
signi­ 
fied quite as hazardous 
an experi­ 
ment as did the intrepid continuance 
of the offensive. 
It is, however, im­ 
possible to pronounce upon the suc­ 
cess or failure of such a procedure, 
retrospectively, 
judged 
by 
purely 
theoretical premises. The only thing 
that can be determined theoretically 
is that the penetrating power of our 
offensive w-as doomed to failure by 
reason of the sheer inexhaustibility 
of the enemy’s reserves, particular­ 
ly after we had failed in the final 
critical phase of the March offensive 
in fighting our way through to the 
sea. 
The following incident may serve 
as an example of the decisive effect 
upon miltary 
operations 
resulting 
from the arrival of American troops 
upon French soil. 
A short time ago, I received a vis­ 
it from an American, here 
on 
the 
Island of Wieringen. 
He was the 
corespondent 
of 
large 
American 
newspapers and during the war had 
fought as an officer at the front. In 
the course of the conversation we 
came to speak of the effect of the 
spring offensive of 1918, and espec­ 
ially of that part of the operation 
undertaken by my 
Seventh 
Army 
against the Chemin des Dames. 
I 
maintained that our arm y staff was 
of the opinion that had we received 
timely 
re-enforcements 
we 
would 
have been in a position to push on in 
the direction of Paris. The former 
American officer confirmed the cor» 
rectness of this point of view. 
He 
himself, was with the first American 
division to reach the place in the 
Fismes sector, and w as in one of the 
most exposed positions 
threatened 
by the German attack. According to 
his testimony, the Americans 
had 
been thrown in head over ears and 
within a comparatively short time 
only a fragment of the division was 
left in fighting trim. All the French 
troops with whom he came in con­ 
tact in this region, impressed him 
as being 
completely 
demoralized, 
and personally, he w^as convinced 
that the German penetration of the 
positions had been an unequivocal 
success and that it was highly prob­ 
lematic whether the 
gap torn 
in 
their front could 
be closed. 
The 
French w riter Pierrefeu, in his high­ 
ly interesting book: “le G. Q. G.” un­ 
reservedly admits that nothing short 
of a panic reigned in the French 
ranks during 
those 
critical 
May 
days. 
It was only 
the 
American 
troops that saved the French army 
from complete route. The manner in 
which the war was conducted, as it 
developed upon the French soil, fa­ 
cilitated the practical training of the 
arriving American units in an excep­ 
tional 
way. 
On 
the 
wide 
front 
stretching from the Swiss frontier to 
the North Sea, there were a number 
of sectors, which did not come into % 
question as theatres of big and de­ 
cisive movements. Here, the Ameri­ 
can divisions found an opportunity 
of acquiring the necessary routine, 
for a modern war of positions. 
The 
American people owes it to the dis­ 
cernment 
and
